version of the events which led him to 
believe that justice was done on plotters 
who otherwise would have wrecked the 
State. Only so can Mr. Wheeler-Bennett 
explain the rigid old Lutheran’s congratu- 
lations tendered to the man who was to 
be his successor. 

When Hindenburg felt death upon him 
he faced his end with a splendid com- 
posure. The story is told in these pages 
movingly. At the moment of his passing 
Germany was in a terrible plight ; for, 
following the “ blood-bath,’’ there had 
come the murder of Dollfuss, for which st 
least indirect responsibility lay on the 
Nazi leaders, and the Reich rocked under 
a moral strain that only one thing could 
relieve. That was Hindenburg’s death, 
and the investiture of Hitler with his 
mantle. In the moment of the nation’s 
highest emotion Hitler produced the great 
Marshal's testament, committing Germany 
to his hands. 


A Forgery? 

Some said that the testament was a 
forgery. Mr. Wheeler-Bennett shows that 
evidence from style is of no weight; for 
Hindenburg’s utterances were composite 


documents, drawn up by his advisers, and 
only revised and signed by him. The 
document was drawn up in May, before the 
developments that might have thrown 
doubts on its wisdom. However :- 

Of all the stories regarding suppressed 
codicils and covering letters, most may be 
(yscounted as fiction and propaganda. 
That which seems least fantastic ie that 
a second document did accompany the 
testament, and in it Hindenberg con- 
veyed paternal injunctions to his succes- 
sor. it is said that these were three im 
number: to keep the Reichswehr above 
politics; to re-introduce conscription; and 
to restore the monarchy. 

The first of these Hitler, despite out- 
ward appearances, has so far succeeded in 
doing ; the second he has done also, Time 
alone will shew whether the third injunc. 
tion will be fulfilled and the Spectre of 
Spa be laid for ever. 


A Tragic Moment 


Spa, of course, was the place at which 
the Marshal deserted his Emperor, if the 
word ‘‘deserted’’ is admissible. That 
moment when reluctantly the greatest 
German imperial soldier told the Kaiser 
that the empire must be surrendered was 
tragic, indeed; and our author describes 
it in all its bearings, enabling us to seo 
how the act was regarded by all the 
poe to it. He suggests that Hinden- 

urg s last years were laden by remorse, 
and that he set himself silently to repair 
that which he had done; but whether 
Nazi Germany, the true creature of the 
empire's fall, will turn back like the 
Marshal himself to that ideal under which 
Germany was a unit and yet not a 
tyranny, who shall guess?

average of his published work. Forty- 
eight pieces have been saved. Housman 
himself would have saved fewer, but it 
was best to err on the side of leniency. 
Many of these poems belong obviously to 
the period of the ‘‘ Shropshire Lad,’’ with 
its turbulent and troubled spirit of youth 
and its bitter pessimism. e character- 
istic notes bed! iathesie occur again and 
again.

Not all of these poems are on the samo 
level. The lines beginning “From the 
wash the laundress sends My collars home 
with ravelled ends” belong to a familiar 
letter, and those which end, after a pro- 
testation of faithfulness to a friend, with 
the line, ‘‘ Whistle and I'll be there, ” are 
doomed at once by their fatal echo of 
bygone music-hall jocularity. Both falsity 
of feeling and absurdity of situation are 
present in the words of the soldier who lost 
his heart to a foeman: 


‘“‘A chap that did not kill me, but he 
tried - 
That took the sabre straight.and took it 


striking, 
And laughed and kissed his hand to me 
and died.”’ 
But the reaction to beauty, a physical 
reaction as Housman has desecri it, has 


scattered the book with lines which recall 
the natura! description of the “ Shropshire 
Lad.'” Not always, indeed, is it without 
the suggestion that the manner may turn 
into a trick: 


“I see the air benighted 
And all the dusking dales 
And lamps in England lighted 
And evening wrecked in Wales.” 


The ,two poems given here with the 
dominant image of the ' westering 
Pleiads"’ form the most interesting 
example of Housman’s poetry in the work- 
shop. Both express one lyrical emotion, 
and, if the second lacks the subtlety of 
rhythm of the first, we prefer to give it 
here because it is so unmistakably Hous- 
man that speaks: 


“The rainy Pleiads wester, 
Orion plunges prone, 
The stroke of midnight ceases 
And I lie down alone. 


The rainy Pleiads wester 
And seek beyond the sea 
The head that I shall dream of 
That will not dream of me.”’ 


Here is beauty, and beauty with Hous- 
man’s stamp upon it. No other poet could 
have given it to us in its directness, its 
melancholy, and its strength.

in France the name Jacobin has 
been applied at one time or another to 
revolutionaries in all countries. it has 
been almost the first word in the Louth 
for denunciation or for approval, accord: 

ing to the speaker’s point of view. But 
the truth is that, as so often in history, 

the Jacobins have had no exact parallel 
in any country or in any revolution since 
their own day. They were not a pre 
Revolution body, organising the movement 
which eventually brought them to. the 
front, to the top, and finally to their de- 
struction. It would be nearér the truth 
to say that they were the product of the 
revolution movement in France in one of 
its phases. They were, indc<d, one of its. 
instruments, too; but, again, as so often 
in history, even in our contemporary 
history, when they had served their turn, 
they were forced off the tam with all the 
bloody ceremony they had given their 
enemies. To use a modern expression, 
they were “ liquidated,” but only after 
they had undergone many “ purges.’ 


Mr. Scudder’s 


Who and what the Jacobins were may 
be found in Mr. Scudder’s pages. The 
tale has been told before. It is worth 
telling again in the light of modern know- 
ledge and of contemporary history. For 
his version Mr. Scudder has drawn upon 
much material—the latest research of 
scholars: and historians, letters, diaries, 
secret police reports, and recollections of 
travellers of the time. 

Mr. Scudder is by no means sympathetic 
to the Jacobins, but his work shows that 
he is intensely interested in them. He 
carries too far, however, his parallel with 
more modern revolutionaries. In addition 
to the ordinary index, he provides an 
alphabetical Who's Who bf persons, and 
a bibliography. The items in his biblio- 
graphy, unfortunately, lose some of their 
value through being undated in his list.

heretofore. Trade restrictions, due to the 
Italo-Abyssinian war, the Spanish civil 
war, and currency difficulties have 
affected the price of lemons, melons, 
olives, cherries, almonds, dried fruits, 
Valencia raisins, muscatels and saffrons. 
There was a time some weeks ago when 
I was asked fourpence halfpenny for a 
lemon; they are now cheaper, and our 
rum-punch need not suffer unduly. But 
that was just the time when every good 
housewife was, or should have been, con- 
sidering her Christmas pudding. And 
among those other things that give less 
obvious, but not less real, pleasure, al- 
monds have been short enough to induce 
one English manufacturer to consider try- 
ing a substitute. Strange how wars come 
home to us—in the shape of wooden rasp- 
berry-pips in 1917 and an attenuated 
pudding in 1936! 


Strange Animals 


Str animals have been in the news 
ae ég oen there Was the mongoose— 
especially one from the Isle of Man that 
is alleged to be able to talk, and in more 
languages than one. Now we hear that 
the London “ Zoo’’ hopes shortly to be 
able to breed a tigon—the rare cross 
between a lion and a tiger; which first 
made its appearance some years ago. 

The tigon is but another of the strange 
animals which owe their existence to man, 
In the highlands of Asia there is the 
zoomb, or zoi, which is used by the natives 
as a beast of burden, and is across between 
the native cow and the yak. 

Canada has, however, succeeded in pro- 
ducing a still more curious animal. Thirty 
years ago Mr. M. Boyd, of Ontario, 
crossed the American buffalo with the 
‘Aberdeen-Angus and Hereford cattle, 
having the idea of producing a hardy 
beef creature that would forage for itself 
in winter, The experiment was so success- 
ful that the Canadian Government took 
it up, and have now produced a creature 
called the cattalo—a rugged, hardy animal 
capable of rustling for itself in bad 
weather, yet able to produce a good quality 
of beef 


But that is not all. Some time ago the 
cattalo, which, unlike must hybrids, is 
fertile, was mated with the Asiatic yak, 
with the result that Canadians now have 
an animal with shaggy hair not only 
capable of resisting extreme cold, but of 

roducing plenty of milk. Its name is— 
lieve it or not—the galloyak. 


“Blackrock Castle 


A correspondent writes:—Judge of my 
surprise a week ago, on passing along the 
road out of Cork to Dublin, beside the 
Lee, when I saw reflected in the full tide 
the lighted windows of Blackrock Castle. 
This landmark, which figures in most 
guide books of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth century—there is a fine engraving 
by Bartlett—has been for years almost 
derelict. Now, I have been told, it has 
been renovated, and is occupied by a pro- 
fessor of University College, Cork—Dr. 
Sperrin-Johnson—who has returned from 
‘Australia, and thus satisfied a boyhood 
ambition. I think this is a delightfully 
human touch on the part of the professor, 
and (for they must have willingly con- 
nived) the Cork Harbour Commissioners. 

Mountjoy built the castle originally. in 
1604, but it became a ruin until the Har- 
beur Commissioners rebuilt it in 123°. 
Slightly rococo, faintly Victorian, not 
wholly practical (it has not much more 
than about four rooms and a donjon), it 
has now been saved from becoming a 
“‘folly”’ by the enterprise of a long- 
remembering exile. Clearly, electric light, 
modern plumbing, and possibly a garage, 
can defy any amount of ghosts—anid 
draughts.

Possibly it is just as well that Puccini's 
“La Tosca’’ does not figure too frequently 
in operatic seasons. It is such a picture of 
sordidness and stark tragedy that audiences 
may be forgiven for not wanting to see it 
as often as they wish to see Puccini's other 
works, like “ Boheme”’ and “ Butterfly.’. It 
was a genuine compliment then to the Uni- 
versal Grand Opera Company that there 
should have been such a splendid ‘‘ house “ 
at the Gaiety Theatre when they sang the 
opera last night; and ome can say truth- 
fully that the performance was one worth the 
seeing. 

Ethel Austin rose tc great heights in her 
reading of the character of “La Tosca.” 
Her general bearing from her first entry was 
in keeping with that of the great artiste she 
was expected to be, and she gave free play 
to the soul-stirring emotions through which 
the story swept. Her acting of itself was 
compelling, but it was supported by fine 
dramatic singing. Her voice stood up magni- 
ficently to the exacting demands Puccini 
trakes on his soprano in this work, and was 
nowhere more appealing than in the big aria 
“ Vissi d’Arte.”” Here the singer showed an 
admirable restraint, which made the lovely 
air all the more appealing. 

She had an excellent partner in Horace 
Vincent, who found the music of Cavaradossi 
well suited to mis dramatic style. There was 
just that carrying edge on the tone-quality 
which made for effect. The beautiful soliloquy 
in the last act was sung with a good sense of 
climax. 

The Scarpia of Flintoff Moore was in its 
way a very polished study. It is nct a 
“nice gentleman’ that Puccini has created 
here, but Flintoff Moore brought out with 
telling effect the Jekyll and Hyde nature of 
the Chief of Police. How closely he had 
studied the part was seen in the attention 
he paid to the last little detail. It was 
thoroughly in keeping with Scarpia that he 
could calmly go on with his wine and fruit 
whilst superintending the torture of his 
victim. Vocally too, the part was excellent. 

The supporting parts were capably filled. 
and the chorus filled in well *heir required 
contributions, even though there were amus- 
ing little mistakes in their demeanour ip 
the church interior in the opening act. 

Mr. Harrison Frewin conducted, and, 
whilst he made all that he could with the 
orchestral material available, one just missed 
the big crashing finale that a full orchestra 
would have supplied.

The Free State Government's attitude 
towards events in Spain was the topic of a 
when 
Mr. W. T. Cosgrave proposed an amend- 
ment to the motion for the adjournment. 
which was defeated by 
sixty-five votes to forty-four, imvited the 
Government, in effect, to recognise General 
Franco’s régime as the rightful Govern- 
ment of Spain. Mr.

His amendment, 


Cosgrave made a 
speech, with much of which every intel. 
ligent Irishman must agree; but, greatly 
as one may sympathise with his point of 
view in some respects, there is no doubt 
that, in all the circumstances, President 
de Valera has adopted the only correct 
attitude. Hitherto the Franco Adminis- 
tration has been recognised by the two 
great Fascist Powers in Europe—Germany 
and Italy. On Thursday the name of 
Albania was added to the list, and Mr. 
Cosgrave apparently was anxious that 
the name of the Saorstdt also should be 
included. Apart from any other con- 
sideration, a sense of humour, which Mr. 
Cosgrave never has lacked, might have 
suggested to him that official recognition 
of General Franco by the Free State, while 
it might bring some element of comfort 
to the Spanish insurgents, also might make 
the people of this. country appear to be 
slightly ridiculous. The Free State is an 
active member of the League of Nations, 
and, as such, has not yet recognised the 
fait accompli of Italy’s annexation of 
Abyssinia. Indeed, the President of the 
Executive Council took a leading part at 
Geneva in the, general condemnation of 
Signor Mussolini’s unprovoked attack on 
the unfortunate Negus. If Italy's domina- 
tion over Ethiopia—which, unhappily, is 
an accomplished fact—has not been 
recognised by the Saorstdt, why on earth 
should our Government follow the lead of 
Germany and Italy in regard to General 
Franco, especially when the Spanish 
insurgents have not even captured Madrid? 
The Civil War in Spain is by no means at 
an end. Doubtless, the insurgents may 
win in the long run; but the plain fact of 
the matter at the moment is that they 
occupy little more than half the peninsula, 
and: that, from the point of view of inter- 
national procedure, their recognition at 
this stage of the fighting would be highly 
improper. 

In all matters relating to foreign 
affairs President de Valera has acted with 
exemplary correctness since his advent to 
power nearly five years ago. He has 
made a name for himself at Geneva, and 
generally his behaviour has been above 
reproach. As might have been expected, 
his statement in Dáil Kireann yesterday 
was both moderate and dignified. [Ile 
found himself in a very awkward position, 
because deep feelings have been aroused 
in this country by the Spanish civil war. 
or, rather, by the way in which it has 
been used for political purposes, and it 
took some courage to refuse to entertain 
the proposal for recognition of General 
Franco. In this refusal, however, the 
President was following the highest 
possible precedent. Since the rebellion 
broke out in Spain strong pressure has 
been brought upon the Vatican City to 
recognise’ General Franco; but the Pope 
has refused resolutely to take this step. 
Diplomatic relations never have been 
broken off between the Madrid Govern. 
ment and the Vatican, and it surely would. 
be absurd if President de Valera should 
appear as plus catholique que le pape 
We agree with Mr. Frank MacDermot, 
who described yesterday's amendment as 
tantamount to a vote of censure on Presi- 
dent de Valera’s Government . We should 
be very sorry, indeed, to ‘think that Mr. 
Cosgrave, or anybody connected with his 
party, should try to make political 
capital out of the Spanish tragedy. 
Throughout this country the passions of 
young men have been inflamed by appeals 
to their deepest sentiments. General 
Franco's insurrection has been given the 
cachet of a crusade, and a fairly large 
number of Irish youths actually has left 
Ireland for Spain to offer their lives in 
the service of religion. One cannot bat 
admire and respect the devotion that has 
impelled these young men to join General 
Franco; but their self-sacrifice ought 
not to be used in any way to turther 
political causes in this country. They 
believe sincerely that they are going to 
Spain to fight for the Christian faith 
against the powers of darkness. Any 
}attempt to take political advantage of 
their idealism -would be merely con 
temptible. 

We are afraid that the recognition by 
Germany and italy of the Spanish 
insurgents was dictated by no feelings 
either of spiritual enthusiasm or eveu 
en diplomatic etiquette. They have been 
supporting General Franco from the 
‘start, and it is perfectly obvious that 
their ultimate object is i; secure the 
encireloment of France by Fascist States. 


| Furthermore, the Italians are anxious to 
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~ Britain “in the Mediterranean. 


If, and when, the insurgents 
establish themselves as the de facto rulers 
of « , the question of their official 
recogn tion will arise in every Chancellery 
in the world; but so far the normal re- 
quirements of recognition have not been 
satisfied. President de Valera pointed 
out yesterday that before any Government 
can be recogn ised by responsible States 
there must be some clear indication of 
stability, and the Government must be in 
a position to speak on ic) — of the entire 
nation. Neither of these conditions exists 
as yet in Spain. How can there be any 
stability when a country is in the throes 


toll of thousands of innocent lives? How 
can a Government profess to speak on 
behalf of the nation when it does not 
control more than about half the territory 
over which it proposes to rule? The 
question of sympathies does not arise. 
Ninety-nine per cent, of the Governments 
of the world hate «nd detest the Com- 
munist administration in Soviet Russia; 
yet even Herr Hitler recognises it because 
it is the actual Government of the 
country, and it is not so very long age 
since M. Litvinoff was welcomed warmly 
by Signor Mussolini in Rome. Trobably 
ninety-nine per cent. of the Governments 
of the world are afixious to see the defeat 
of the present Government forces in Spain ; 
but they cannot recognise General Franco 
until, im vulgar language, he shall have 
“delivered the goods.” For that reason 
we believe that the Free State Government 
has adopted the wise, and, ia fact, the 
only proper course. President de Valera 
is at least as sincere a Christian as any 
of his crities; he also is a statesman with 
a high sense of responsibility. 


“A Mystery Man” 


Yesterday there died at Monte Carlo. 
rich and full of years, one of the strangest 
figures of this generation. Sir Basil 
Zaharoff was what popular writers like 
to call a ‘‘ mystery man” ; a vague and 
somewhat sinister atmosphere hung round 
him all through his life—almost literally 
from the cradle to the grave. Nobody 
even knows with certainty where he was 
born or what nationality he claimed. 
Some people said that he came from the 
Levant, others that he was born in Con- 
stantinople of Russo-Greek parents, and 
others that his 
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father was a petit 
The actual extent of 
his huge fortune—estimated at anything 
up to £20,000,000—has never been ascer- 
,tained, nor is it exactly clear by what 
means he earned it all. One fact, 
ever, is beyond doubt. Zaharoff was an 
enormously wealthy man, and most of his 
money came from the traffic in arms. 
He acted as an agent for armament firms 
in more than one country, and sold their 
wares for them in almost every quarter 
of the world. Wherever there were wars 
or rumours of wars, Zaharoff always was 
to be found near the storm-centre; eager 
to sell guns or ammunition to anybody 
who could use them and could pay for 
them, always ready with advice to a 
prospective customer. His tastes in this 
matter were as catliolic as the tastes of 
a commercial traveller, If people wanted 
o fight, it was his business to provide 
them with the wherewithal. He was as 
ready to supply one side as the other, 
because it is no part of the commercial 
traveller's duty to take account of the 
habits or ideas of his customers, but only 
to book the orders for what they want. 
Sir Basil Zaharoff cannot entirely te 
held to blame for the fact that a 
commercial traveller on such a scale. and 
in such a commodity, is one of the world’s 
menaces; for he applied to armaments 
only the principles that are applied to 
many forms of business. The full extent 
of his activities never may be known— 
like everything else about him, they have 
avoided the glare of publicity—but it is 
clear that they were dangerous and un- 
desirable. War is an affair for States, 
and its results can be so terrible that any 
tendency to make it a “ business ' ought 
to be resisted to the uttermost. The 
supply of materials for war, it seems, 
must remain in the hands of private 
armament firms; for recent inquiries in 
Great Britain and America have held that 
the State itself cannot take it over. Yet 
every Government, for its own security 
no less than for the security of other 
countries, should be able to see that the 


how- 


marketing of arms is under close control, 
and the career of Sir Basil Zaharoff im- 
plies that no such control has existed. 
The menace of war is not likely to be 
lessened so long as the peddling of arms 
is so easy and so profitable as he found 
it to be. 


Farewell to Arms 


Eight years ago the dashing weapon 
which yave the Lancers their name was 
withdrawn from service; and now the 
Army authorities in London have decided 
to impose an unfeeling veto upon the 
sword. Cavalry officers in the few cavalry 
regiments that remain will be permitted 
to bear a sword on active service, and 
the sword still will be used on ceremonial 
occasions ; but the young warrior in the 
infantry who wants to impress his mother 
and sisters with his ferocity will be de. 
prived of the assistance lent by a trusty 
blade and true. The sword has become 

an anachronism. Even in 1915 officers 
oe their swords more freely as toasting 
forks than as weapons of offence ; and in 
1956, when warfare is an experiment in 
chemistry, the sword is merely a nuisance. 
How quickly is fhe once flamboyant art 
of war being stripped of its trappings, 
and of its elaborate pageantry ; and how 
quickly is it going to be made so drab 
and sordid that the youth of the world no 
longer will find something fine in bloodshed ?

of a terrible war which is taking a daily | 


clothed iv meagre plus fours. His most 
resonant threat to the enemy is laughed 
out of court by people who seek the 
plan he has in mind for the discomfiture 
of 18-inch howitzers.

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Seadromes 


To the citizen who travels. to work 
| every day by omnibus, tram, or train it 
seems improbable that the plans for a 
regular” trans-Atlantic air mail service 
ever will come to fruition. It is true that 
numerous airmen have flown the Atlantic | 
with an impressive air of indifference to 
the dangers which may be assumed to 
have afflicted them; but, while the 
tram-travelling citizen gives these um- 
questionable heroes their due, he quali. 
fies his admiration by the lingering 
suspicion that the daring airmen possibly | ‘ 
have waited a long time for favourable 
weather, and that the flying petrol tanks 
in which they have made the crossing are 
unsuitable for the economic transport of 
mails The idea of a trans-Atlantic air 
service at the moment is fantastic to the 
layman; but for a considerable number 
of months aeronautical experts have been 
making the most elaborate preparations 
to ensure the smooth working of the 
scheme. Seaplane bases already are in 
the process of construction in the South 
of Ireland ; Colonel] Lindbergh's extremely 
unassuming visit cannot have been merely 
a pleasure trip. and a few days ago a 
British engineer saw his plan for an 
ocean seadrome accepted by an important 
London firm. Every day the scheme is 
gaining impetus, and nothing now can 
arrest its progress. It will be very 
interesting, indeed, to see what final form 
it will take. A few years ago the 
engineer who proffered the seadrome 
suggestion would have been treated with 
indulgence, but never with respect. His 
seadrome in theory was excellent; but, 
always provided that a sufficiently un- 
balanced banker could be found to 
finance the thing, would any regular use 
ever be found for a floating ifland in 
the Atlantic? In 1930 that island was 
an inventor's toy—now it is a cut-and- 
dried proposition. At the moment the 
plan awaits the approval of expert 
examiners; and, while the intense 
energy of those who are organising the 
Atlantic service persists, it is possible 
that the plan will be accepted and the 
construction of the seadrome begun 
without delay. Let us hope that it will 
not affect the Free State’s claim to be 
a link in the trans-Atlantic chain.

The Veto on Munitions 


The bill introduced by the Governm: nt 
prohi biting the carriage of munitions :'í 
war to Spain in any British ship was issu: 
to-day. It provides that no ship registe: 
in this country, or in any Brit: sh colo 
or Protectorate, or im any territory 
which Britain holds a League of Nations 
mandate, shall ship direct or trans-ship 
on the high seas for Spain or Spanish 
Moroceo any article named by Order 
Council. The prohibition does not apply 
to ships registered in Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, South African and the Irish 
Free State. The owner, charterer. or 
master of any ship infringing the pro hil 
tion will be prosecuted for misdemeanour 
and the goods will be liable to forfeiture 
A suspect ship may be stopped, searched 
and ordered to go to the nearest port to 
which the Act applies. If the mast 
refuses to obey, or offers obstruction, he 
will be liable to a fine of £100. The ict 
will continue in force until it is declared 
by Order in Council to be no longer neces 
sary or expedient. 
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Empire Defence 


A very important guestion connected 
with Empire defence is the production oí 
war material in the Dominions, and this 
matter is reeciving the attention of th 
Government.

at all.to the attitude of such countries as 
the United States, the Scandinavian 
countries, and Belgium, which was an 
intensely Catholic couritry? He believed 
that the ultimate victory of General 
Franco was certain, and that the Govern- 
ment would be among those most ready 
to recognise his Government when the 
moment came. In the meantime it would 
be better for the Free State to act in 
concert with the genera! body of countries 
other than the Fascist countries. 
“I am not eager,”’ he said, “‘to see this 
country lining up with the Fascist countries 


while others not in the least Communistic are 


standing aloof. It is a folly to suggest that 
the mere act of recognising General Franco's 
Government was going to’ contribute “ 
thing to the situation.

CREATING HYSTERIA 


Referring to the question of Communism 
generally, Mr. MacDERMOT said that thev 
all sympathised with the denunciations of 
the activities of the Communist International.

VATICAN STATE EXAMPLE 


“We are told that the cause of Christianity 
demands it. Jt is extraordinary, if that is so, 
when the Head of Christianity in the Vatican 
State has not himself deemed it prudent or 
right so to accord it. And the difficulties 
there are not of a political character clearly. 
If there were any consideration of that sort 
the present position, as far as Italy is con- 
cerned, would not stand in the way. Conse 
quently the Holy Fatber in not having given 
recognition already must believe that it was 
vot in the best interests of Christianity that 
recognition should be given. We are freer 
perhaps and can take more lightly the conse- 
quences of our acts. I do not know that 
recognition on our part would involve any 
Crievous consequences to us as a people. Bat 
if we are oe it on the high grounds of 
protection and help for Christianity, then | 
think at least that we ought to hesitate 
when the Head of Christianity has not 
deemed it wise or prudent to give the recog- 
nition we are Mhi to give. 

“ As Deputy MacDermot has said. the
